Air ventilators supply air with- 
out water.

appointed by the girl secretary, arid eight-boys ap- 
pointed by. the president of the student body, who, 
under the student constitution/is always a boy. 
This student co-operative board has charge of tho 
balls, stairways and grounds, its general duty being 
to preserve order outside the classrooms and pre- 
vent friction among students by their presence, 
suggestion and influence. 


' This board has been exceedingly helpful in taking 
charge of the. crowds at the opening of each torm. 
The boys and "girls meet separately every^weok and 
jointly every two weeks to listen to addresses by 
members of the faculty ami others on topics of 
interest to the members. 


There is also a system of student halj duty. There 


are thtrteon entrances to the main building. 
Jt is 


one-fifth of a mile from the south entrance to the 
north exit of the school, building. 
Students are 


seated In the halls, at specified distances, through- 
out the day to keep the halls clear of tdlera and un- 
desirables when recitations are in progress. Trust-

BOOK. EXCHANGE, 


The girls' and boys' locker rooms arc under sim- 


ilar charge. When we 'consider that there are 1800

that the care of valuables Is not easy.

orgnnlzcd the system of control of keys and lockers 
and under a some'whn't nominal "faculty supervision" 
are curing for H this term.

Tho school has also a book exchange whore, o,t

No attempt is made to maintain a. book store proper 
—that business la left to tho merchants regularly 
engaged in It. 


Certain students are assigned by the head oC tho 


commercial department to "office practice" work 
for tho librarian, vlcc-pr}nclpals and heads oC de- 
partments. 
For this they receive credit toward- 


graduation. 
Tho "Cadets" is a voluntary organiza- 


tion of two companies, with a bund oC twenty-five' 
pieces, totaling about one hundred and fifty. 
Thu 


boys enrolling in this activity take it In lieu of tho 
year's gymnasium training prescribed by the Board 
of Education. There Is a commandant appointed by 
thft honrd. 
The principal is commander-in-chior. 


These cadets are Instructed that they are a part 
of tho general student body co-operative board to 
maintain order, and that in case of fire, panic, etc.. 
they are to keep their heads and, whether m uni- 
form or not, assist In restoring confidence and order. 
Taking It all In all, nearly four hundred students are 
assisting in school administration in larger or smaller 
degree^ Without such thorough permeating student 
co-oporat/on, tho conduct of a school so-extensive 
in its pJant and so great In its enrollment would be 
a difficult task indeed.

The school also maintains a cafeteria at which 


from seven to nino hundred students get a portion 
or all of their school lunch. Tho school has a con- 
tinuous program, that is, there is no noon hour. 
Recitations are in progress from 7:35 a. m. to 3:45 
p. m. In 45-mlnute periods. 
There are three 40- 


mtnute. lunch periods, beginning at 11:20. 
Students 


in arranging their recitations and study periods pro- 
vide for one of f.heae lunch periods. In addition to 
the regularly employed kitchen help, fifty students 
servo, and remove dlshoa and reer.lvo a lunch check 
therefor. 
Those who bring lunch from homo out 


It In tho basement or outside if the,.weather la fuir. 
Many of these purchase at Unot one dish in tho 
cafeteria. 
Mono of Ihom are excluded from the reg- 


ular lunch tables if there Is room.

Tho boys and girls In tho cafeteria are separated 


by a glass partition, but are permitted to mingle at 
tho Ice creum stand in tho rear of the room. 
The 


cafeteria accounts are kept by students assigned 
from the commercial department. 
No teacher is 


assigned to maintain order. 


An investigation a -year or more ago. disclosed 


that tho average student's lunch order amounted to 
S.G cents; there is probably an Increase at this time 
on account of Uio high cost of foodstuffs. 
The com- 


petent manageress hires her kitchen help, makes all 
purchases, O It's nil bills, keeps up tho appliances, 
etc., without expense to the board for food and 
service, 


Tha programs of students are so various that it is 


difficult to make an absolute segregation. 
Approx- 


imately 300 boys take, shopwork; 400 girls take some 
form of household work; 500 boys and girls are In 
some form of commercial work; 600 take drawing, 
quite a number with vocational ends In view. 


The school plant originally cost {600,000, of which 


$30,000 was expended for tho nine and one-quarter 
acres of site. Approximately $150,000 has been ex- 
pended for equipment. 
Provision was made in th* 


original plans for eight shops; only fives are in op- 
eration, two sharing one large room. 
There is an 


Insistent demand for the cqulpmout of the foundry, 
clctrical and modeling departments. 
Two of the 


shops tiro usod for gymnasiums. 
This situation can- 


not, in very self-respect, long be tolerated by tho 
department. 
There should be n gymnasium build- 


ing proper. Tho music department Is crowding tha 
academic; the academic is pushing; tho others, and 
tho library is altogether Inadequate. The auditorium 
does not seat all students iind faculty by 600.

SHORT time agp there appeared in The 


TRIBUNE an account of a baseball 
game at Clinton fifty years ago. I was 
there, but took no part in the game. I

Dick Arnott, E. B. Pomoroy, and others. 


The frame was played differently from the way it is 


now. There were no gloves, no masks, no shields, no 
uniforms, and the ball WB% pitched, not thrown. 
Clinton, where it was played, was an open field,;, now 
it is a solid-block of homes. East Oakland was then 
Brooklyn. The name of the Oakland club was the 
Wide Awakes.

I came to Oakland first in ISGO. 
I was in San 


(Francisco being treated for my eyes by Dr. Pardee, 
father of the. former governor. Having time on my 
hands, I went about a great deal. 
There were two 


boats that plied between San Francisco and Oak-- 
land, the San Jose and Contra Costa. 
One day I 


made the trip. Landing was at the foot of Broad- 
way, and the wholti town was located on the last 
two blocks. 
I made for a restaurant which was 


conducted by a .colored man, whom I never saw 
again. 
All beyond these first few' blocks was sand 


and oak trees, and I did not go farther. 


CXAKI/AATD COLLEGE SCHOOL. 


I did not_ see Oakland again until 1867, when I 


went there to school, the old Oakland College School* 
as It was called, conducted—or rother founded—by 
Rev. Isaac Brayton, long since passed away. 
There 


for the greater part of the next ten years 'I spent my 
school life. Here I met and mingled with the Glas- 
cocks, McKees, Crocketts, Heaths, Tompkln's, Vroo- 
inans. Knights, Jordan, Arnott, Pardee, Reed, and 
•many others—very many—.who have crossed the 
great divide. 


I also ran across lawyers and politicians—W. W. 


Van Voorhies, the first secretary of state of Cali- 
fornia; Zacli Montgomery, John B. Felton, Judge 
McKee, Justice Nye, Dr. Yard, postmaster; ISdward 
Tompkins, John W. Dwingler, and others. 
The 


school was founded by Brayton, and proved, I be- 
lieve, a g-oofl investment. . The property comprised, I 
think, tour blocks, now-'of great value, including 
between Twelfth and Fourteenth streets and two or 
three blocks from Broadway. The main structure 
was an imposftig bunding fronting on Broadway. 


PREACHERS AND TEACHERS. 


Oakland was in those days a church town, quiet, 


sedate, moral. We all felt quite a shock when the 
Sunday picnics and beer saloons began to put in an 
appearance. 
The two leading churches were the 


Congregational and the Presbyterian. The pastor of 
the former was named Moore, and of the latter, 
Hamilton. 
Students had to' attend church, every 


Sunday. 
' 
. 
• - 


Hamilton was a profound theologian, very earnest 


.and sincere. He imbued some liberal sentiments op- 
posed, to the bid' notions, and made a schism in the 
church—he was, in fact, dismissed. 
It was he after 


whom Mount Hamilton was named. Ho was the first 
to climb its summit. The last time I spoke to him 
he disclosed a plan to purchase business property to 
produce a steady income for his church, but death 
had put Its mark on him even then. 


I claim to be one of the founders of St.'Paul's in 


Oakland, for I devoted four years of my college life 
to the building of that parish. The leaders ^n tho 
formation of that parish were the families of John 
B. Harmon, John A. Stanley, and a few theological 
students, and the writer. 


We first met on Broadway in a hired hall, and the 


pastor was a man named Ballard S. D—:—-n. He was 
a muscular fellow, with little of the outward figure 
of a. divine. k/eA.t one'tlme a paper in San Francisco 
attacked him for alleged eccentricities. 
He'took 


offense and is said to have replied with a paragraph 
in a paper In which he cast a reflection on the wife 
of one of the citizens. A short time afterward this 
citizen, a small man, felled the pastor with a blow 
over the head. 
D 
had to withdraw from tho 


church. I have never heard of him since. 


I was walking with_thls minister along Broadway 


ono day, near the intersection of Telegraph and Sau 
Pablo avenues. This gore was for many years un- 
occupied. 
Pointing to the place, he remarked that 


it was there he Intended to build his church. I never 
pass the spot but I reflect. 


AVOMAX FOR OFFICE. 


Whilo Mr. Brayton was the founder of the Oak- 


land College School, the efficient managers were the 
teachers. They were the ones who formed the real 
contact with the students. 
The" old teachers were 


F. M. Campbell, George Tait, Mr; Dodge, C. C. Brier, 
Kirke Brier, and some others. 


F. M. Campbell, or "Fred," as we all called him, 


wasahe favorite'teacher. 
He was elected city and 


county superintendent, and eventually state superin- 
tendent of schools. While he had many friends, he 
had some enemies, and at one election a determined 
effort was made to defeat him.

Democracy. He Imagined himself weli grounded as 
an "unterriflcd" follower of "Old Hickory." .This 
biosraphy of Clay, which had fallen Into his 
quite by accident—as we foolishly say—not only In- 
spired him with high ambition, but opened to hli 
eager mind a new world of politics.

That the good people concluded that he had best 


remain in tho "most humble walks of life" is not 
to be wondered at, considering his youth and meager 
attainments. 
At all events, he was compelled to 


continue his weary struggle with adverse fate, and 
.to walk for many years in, or out, of office in the 
shadow of defeat . 


It will explain Lincoln's long continued, obscurity 


if we remember that for a quarter of a century he 
was on the unpopular side of public questions. 
Ho 


•was usually either a minority candidate, or leader. 
It is the successful, not the defeated, who fill the 
public eye. The conquering hero is acclaimed. 
The 


unpopular patriot dwells In obscurity, unloss per- 
chance he lives to see tho triumph of hia cause. 
This happiness came to Lincoln, but only at the 
close of his matchless life. 
So radical was he in 


his social and political creed that his age did not 
fairly begin to understand, or appreciate, him until 
in the Presidential office lie demonstrated for all 
time, and to all men, the greatness of his intellect 
and the unforced goodness of his heart.

The 


long-expected collision has occurred and all Is'over 
but the shouting or shrieking of a few timorous souls 
who fear that they are ombarked on the shallop of 
Charon, bound across the Styx. That those collisions 
occur several timc« each year every commuter 
knows. 
In the accounts of tho "barely averted 


catastrophe" they road that the only damago dono 
was the splintering of the guard rails and perhaps 
a broken window or two. With their minds still full 
of imaginary perils they go ashoro to recklessly 
court the real dangers of congealed carlincs ami 
jitney juggernauts. 


For tho peace of mind of the 50,000 commuters 


residing in tho eastbay cities those facts are- worthy 
thsii- consideration. 
During the post fifty years of 


*erry navigation 350,000,000 passengers have hood 
carried to and from Oakland. 
Of these, approx- 


imate in numbcjr to the grand total carried on tho 
railroads of this country each year on trips exceed- 
ing five miles in length, Just one voyager's life has 
been lost. This solitary victim was a woman killed u 
a;;few years ago by a falling lifeboat at Oakland 
Vnolo. .From these official records, it is logical to 
assume that any one fortunate enough to be a pas- 
senger to. Oakland enjoys the odds of 350,000,000 
t o 1 i n favor of reaching his Destination In safety. 
Oakland's, commuters :hold the long-distance, long- 
term record , for ' longevity. 
Actuaries will agree 


that if»ch ferry passenger may reasonably expect to 


tectivo purpose. At tho most, a few timbers along 
the aides of the lower cabins have been staved in. 


AV ATER-TI«1 IT CO>rPAIITMEXTS. 


On each of the ferryboats ample provision 
has 


been made for the not impossible puncturing of the 
water lino, which only could be done by a "lo\v, 
rakish craft" of the barge or tug' boat type. 
From 


four to seven water-tight compartments divide the 
hull in such a manner as to prevemt a vessel from 
sinking :is long as the flooding .were to be confined 
to half of these spaces. At bow and stern ore tightly 
sealed collision bulkheads which would minimize 
the effect of a head-on impact, oven though the 
overhanging superstructure at cither end were to be 
undercut 


"Hut water-tight compartments did not save tho 


Titanic or the Lusitanla," some will say. 
It will be 


recalled that in the former oa.se, the Titanic ripped 
its bottom open as it glided over the submerged 
lodge of the iceberg, while the I^usitania's hull was 
blown open, in a wide gash by a torpedo charged 
with hundreds of pounds.of high explosives. 


OTHER ISFKKCTIVK PRECAUTIONS. 


Federal inspectors require weekly fire drills on all 


tho Oakland liners. 
l_,ong practice lias trained tho. 


crews to high efficiency as fire-1'ighters. 
Besides, 


there are no inflammables carried on these passen- 
ger ferries, and there are no spaces in which a fire 
could get started without instant notice by either 
the passengers or crew. 
The boilers are frequently 


submitted to most rigid inspection and there is no 
danger from this source, according to the vigilant 
federal authorities. During thick fogs, tho steamers 
proceed at such slow speed that even when they do 
bump together the damage done is, as before stated, 
negligible. 


Ocean liners seldom cross the fairway during such 


periods, and when they do they barely crawl along. 
To allay the fears of, commuters, ocean vessels 
should only bd permitted'to .proceed on their courses 
during the hours of lightest travel and then they 
should steer close to the wharves of San Francisco. 
The one danger still existing that must be empha- 
sized 
Is the menace of the

There is always a possibility of such 


craft, lying low in tho water as they do, cutting 
under tho guard rails of ferryboats. 
Restriction 


of this form of bay traffic during thick fogs, as well 
as stringent regulations of. their movements at all 
times, would eliminate this menace. 


TWO SICTUOUS COT/r,I.SIOXS OX RECORD. 


In all this long and uneventful history of naviga- 


tion on San Francisco Bay there have been but two 
serious accldetnts. Nearly forty years ago the steamer 
Kl Capltan was rammed by the old Alamoda. There 
wore no water-tight compartments or protective 
guard rails on this oldtlmer, the K\ Capitan. which 
Htlll Is In part time commission. 
After thin collision 


which occurred off Ycrba Buena Inland "Thu Cap- 
tain" filled with water sind sunk to the line of her 
lower deck. Hfr pa-ssongors wore transferred to the 
AlitmodiL, nono the worse for their adventure.

buoyancy of tho cabins kept the HI Capital afloat 
and Hho was towed to a. shipyard for repairs.

Thoro is a wide distinction 'between groundless fear 
and rca.sonablu caution.

crippled child. Stockton is the second. 


. As a memorial to the late Mrs. Cora E. Jones, who was a 
charter member of the Oakland Playground Commission and a 
clubwoman deeply loved and revered throughout the state, the 
Alameda district, California Federation of AVomen's Clubs, has 


created a new department, which Is finding support among educators, physl- 
efftns, social workers, and those who are giving their services to the uplift of 
humanity. 


Mrs. L. P. Crane, a sister of Mrs. Jones, who has served as chairman of the 


state committee on health for a number of years, has been made head of the 
section. As active members of the body are Mrs. Fisher Clarke, past president 
of the district; Dr. Jessica Peixotto of the University of California; Dr. Aurelia 
Hetnhardt, president of Mills College; Dr. Louise B. Deal of San Francisco, 
Alias Ethel Moore, Mrs. William Colby, Mrs. John C. Lynch, Miss Blanche 
Morse, Mrs. Annie Little Barry, Mrs. E. D. Knight, president of the California 
Federation ot Women's Clubs; Mrs. E. H. Elliott, with Miss Frances Fulton 
serving as executive secretary. 


A survey of the number and needs '.ot the crippled child will be very care-

Her chest measurement 
is S3 inches and her waistline 2-1. Char- 
lotte's height, weight, and '•.host meas- 
urements correspond with the Venus dc 
Milo measurements, but her waist ,s 
two Inches smaller, the Venus waist 
being 20.

presents in her startling exhibitions, nor 
by tho humble onca of us who have 
found in purely personal bumps and 
sprains and breaks the value of balance. 
; " It' makes muscle, but no fat," the ice 
fairy answered when 1 commented on 
her 
remarkably 
strong and 
slender 


waistline. 
"I 
have 'seen 
it happen 


many, many times that fat women got 
rid of bis thick waists by skating. 
But 


it Is not to bo wondered at becauso 
tn every figure and circle the waist 
muscles are 'uaed most of all. 
Tho 


Charlotte, the Ice Phenomenon. 


muscles of the legs and hips come in for 
u. great amount of stretching and con- 
sequently they too reduce in the process 
of skating. 


" Jt will not be long before in America 


here skating will be as popular as it is 
on the other side of the water," Char- 
lotte predicts. ."It is the best sport In 
the world. 
It has much more rhythm 


than dancing and ia consequently more 
exhilarating and beneficial." 


I asked her about the kind of skates 


she uses. 
» 


" They weigh only four ounces," she 


told me. " I advocate a light skate. 
Most of the skates being used are too 
heavy. 
To become expert tho 
light 


skates are Imperative, for in spins and 
turns on one foot the weight of tho shoe 
and skate can seriously affect the bal- 
ance and throw the skater into a falsa 
curve. The proper ukato has two stan- 
chions or uprights running from 
the 


foot and heel plates. The two stanchion 
skates nre used by the best skaters of 
all skating countries. 
The toe. ol" the 


skate should curve up and around the 
toe of the shoe." 


This curved front IK deeply cut in with 


a few sharp sawteeth, and it Is upon 
those sawteeth that so many of Char- 
lotte's 
pivots, 
pirouettes, and 
dance 


steps are made. 


I was surprised that the heel of Char- 


lotte's skating boot was as high its It 
was. 
The shoe Itself was of pliable 


white leather and fairly lilsh, while the* 


rtrl was a good Beucrous inch in hoigtli. 
"The heel of the .skating shoe should 


be higher than 
that of the sports, 


golfing, or tramping .shoe." the ice phe- 
nomenon enlightened me. " It is im- 
portant to set both skates and .shoes 
that w i l l throw the bnlance of the body 
forward onto the ball of the foot wheji 
one stands on the ice. 
This can b* 


done only by raising the. heel of the 
foot, partly through r.he design of the 
skate and partly through the height of 
the heel of the shoe." 


I noticed In her 
dre.-;.Vmpr room when 


she put her shoes on preparatory to 
" doing her turn " she did not lace them 
ns tightly as I had been taught was 
necessary. 


" In the beginning." she explained, 


" it is necessary to lace the shoes tight. 
The ankles need this support until they 
have been well strengthened. But later, 
when curves and figures are to be .'ic- 
compliKhed the lacings need be a tritle 
loose." 
" Skirts should be designed to per- 


mit freedom in the swinging and spread 
of the lops and the length should be 
about to the top of the skating shoes," 
added the blonde wonder, whose name, 
It may Interest you to know is Char- 
lotte OclsclilaRcl. 


If Charlotte's prediction that we will 


be a skating nation before the end of 
the year is good, you would better get 
your skates out now anu get in the 
procession. 
Iv'en though you may not 


be able to commit the pirouettes that 
have made Miss 
Oelschlagel famous, 


your skating practice will net you fun 
and If continued for a reasonable length 
of time, a figure of more classic pro- 
portions than you think you possess 
now.

anything of meat cookery. 


" Sweet meats " means just that. That 


" sweetmeats " 
tans.something else to- 


day is no proof that the origin of the 
term was not exactly what it seems to 
be. 
To be sweet, meat must not only 


have inherent quality bred into il, but 
a certain ranknoss inherent in it must 
lie .subdued by proper seasonings and fla- 
vor.s. These proper flavors are entirely 
vegetable and add to. the meat not only 
fine quality from the ta.ste standpoint 
but also from the dietetic standpoint. 
To use them correctly requires but a 
small exercise of intelligence and rea- 
sonable care. The main thing is to over- 
come- the idea that It is luirder to do 
things in the nicest way than in the way 
you happe.n to be used to. Get used to 
another way and that will soon -seem 
easy enough. 


People who will not eat 
vegetables 


enough for their health may get their 
essence if meats are generously flavored 
with them. This is far better than not 
getting them at all, although they are 
.the truly safe bulk foods so necessary 
to the peristaltic behavior of oar diges- 
tive muscle. Or, turn about, these same 
people will eat vegetables if these are 
(leliciously cooked with a. little meat to 
flavor them, the dish so made always 
ranking as a meat dish, although it have 
but a pound of meat to several of vege- 
tables and some starchy substance. Even 
poor cooks do take a little more paina 
with meat than anything else, so the 
vegetables will be better cooked when 
combined with'it. 
Half the reason, if 


not the whole, why children and men 
will not eat enough vegetables for then- 
best good is because these foods are sc-1- 
ciom even well cooked, to say nothing: 
of perfectly. 


When meat is beautifully cooked no 


man will call for the ketchup bottle, and 
no woman will wish to have several 
vegetables to eat with it—not that any 
ment eater is likely to get too much 
vegetable bulk in the diet. The French 
serve a fine vegetable by itself, not for 
the sake of disguising some slightly rank 
flavor of meat. 


Understanding the relation of fire to 


meat and of the need of sweet flavors 
and aromas to take Off sheep taste, beef 
taste, pig taste, chicken feather ta.ste, 
or other rank flavors from meats, any 
woman with a little actual experience, 
but with a good deal of thinking: about 
effects, can cook fine meats. 
Nor will 


she have to have a recipe for each kind. 
She does not need to have the years of 
experience the chef is supposed to have.*' 
And if she is in no sense a sloven she is 
likely to have a^flncr .sense about what 
condition meat should, be in before it 
comes to the fire than any but a chef 
rarely immaculate in his ways. 


The flavor of dirt, even a little dirt, is . 


the cause of millions of dollars worth of 
waste of meat on dinner plates every 
year. And when there is more dirt there 
i.s a waste of those who tllue that cannot 
be estimated, unless it has immediate 
and violent manifestations, because usu- 
ally so Insidious. A piece of meat should 
be as clean as a rose before it comes to 
the tire. In the case of feathered meats 
this often means the expenditure of 
great patience and sometimes quite un- 
tecbnical treatment, but absolute clean- 
liness should take first place above form 
or appearance. 
To be sure, beat steril- 


izes and so makes Innocuous many kinds 
of flirt, but heat cannot destroy dirt 
flavors. 


Fine meats are meats finely cooked, 


whether rnilk fed chicken or beef kidney, 
whether guinea hen or pig's feet. Cara- 
melizing the surface, adding pepper and 
salt, may render them tolerable, 
but

cook out of the vegetables, 
to baste 


the bird'with. 
Baste every ten min- 


utes. 
Though not quite professional, 


it is easiest to rest the bird on its 
side. 


Because of the escape of the heat 


with the basting, an hour or a few min- 
utes more will not be too long to cook 
the two pound hen. 
There will be a

necessary.

Kidney Stew. 


Correctly made, a beef kidney stew 


will be as much like giblet stew as pos- 
sible, but have a more savory gravy, 
because it contains so much juice. Since 
this meat costs but 10 cents a pound or 
so, those who are willing to eat it can 


have something palatable, if its rank 
flavor is properly subdued. 


Scald and cut out center part and per- 


haps skin.

to mix it smooth if necessary? 1'ut back 
the kidiieys, add two or three cups of 
cold water and a lump of sugar, and 
bring just to a boil. 
Fifteen minutes 


before the end of the hour, or a little 
more, of the gentlest possible cooking 
in a covered kettle, add three or font- 
potatoes cut in thin slices, a teaspoon 
of salt, and several grinds of white 
pepper. 
Cook as scntly as before. 


Those people are just as well off: who 


eat this gravies t of gravies with the 
potatoes, aud leave the meal alone. 


Boiled Hock of Ham. 


AVhen hock of ham is only 13 cents a 


pound it is a profitable meat, although 
there is so much waste and such a 
comparatively 
small amount 
of 
fat. 


Kvery bit of the smoky part must be 
scraped off and the piece be thoroughly 
cleaned in every way, but it ia a mis- 
take to souk it for long. After no more 
than an hour of soaking in hot water 
put into cold> water with plenty of sea- 
sonings, cook until tender, drain, akin, 
add cloves and sugar, and bake a. half 
hour or more.

AN FRANCISCO, Feb. IT.—The 
business of })rogno.sticating the 
political future is a favorite 
diversion. We are on the eve of 
changes, and 
it is not clearly 


apparent just where the breiiks 
will come, 
it is foregone that 


the 
magnificently 
organized 


Slate machine will soon have a 
new hand at the lever, and the 
speculation is as to whether ef- 
fort will be made to bequeath 


the job, or whether there will be an all-free scramble 
of those who have heretofore been subordinates. And 
the speculation further is whether there is a favorite 
in the entries for the next State election. For instance : 
The Governor has been very close to M a l t Sullivan. 
Matt Sullivan i.s the political premier of Mayor Rolph. 
Mayor Rolph is an avowed candidate for Governor, 
and his sponsor is extreme!}' active in his behalf. But 
the Governor must have gone into the situation in in- 
ducing Stephens to accept the appointment of Lieuten- 
ant-Governor. 
Undoubtedly one of the tilings con- 


sidered was the election that was coming along in 1918. 
If there was not a definite agreement as to that, Gov- 
ernor Johnson would still seem to be under some obli- 
gation lo stand in. How the Governor stands on this 
matter; whether he is going to take a hand after his 
immediate relinquishmcnt of the reins; what will be- 
come of -the organization; whether 
the Lieutcnant- 


Governor will be able to maintain it in effective run- 
ning order—generally, what is likely Jo happen—is 
what all who take an interest in things political 
would like to know. It is conceivable that the Gover- 
nor will appreciate the advantage of continuing to have 
a finger on the political pulse, but it is realized (hat 
this may be difficult from il -distance of :H)00 miles. 
The very recent change on (he Harbor Board is an in- 
.dication but not conclusive evidence of what is going 
to happen. 
Arlett Replaces Dwyer 


The 'resignation of ,J. .1. Dwyer from the Harbor 


Board is not a sensation, nor exactly a surprise. It is, 
however, interesting and, in connection with the prompt 
appointment of his 'successor,-informing. It seems to 
be an indication that the administration i.s not abating 
any of its perquisites, or conceding any points to the 
successor. This may only indicate an effort to break 
fair as between contenders; but it: i.s likely to be taken 


' t o mean that the Governor is not conunitted. While 


the resignation of Dwyer was not a surprise, the ap- 
pointment oC Arthur Arlett is on that order. 
The 


general public-had not thought of him in that conuec- 


.-.3tion,. though now realising that he was close to the 


Governor. The public now remembers that: he is a 
substantial citizen, director of a bank, prominent 
church member, and that his reform bent extends to 


. the dry movement, and other'reforms. 
The resigna- 


tion of Dwyer and the appointment .of Ariel t come 
about in a way to indicate that the Governor is not 
leaving important political assets, possibly to be dissi- 
pated; and also as an indication that he is' not I'or- 
'getting faithful supporters. 
While it is not to be con- 


cluded that the move i.s inimical to Ihe Lieulennnt- 
Gpvernor, it is an indication that the Lieutennnt-Gov- 


i •• 
venipr 
?,s interests must conform to the Governors, and 


' that the Governor is not taking pains lo conform to 
. his. The mystery persists, however, as to Dwyer's re- 


tirement; : If Arlett is a supporter of the Governor, so 
),is'Dwyer, one of long standing and proved strength. 
;.Jn the light of these facts Dwyer's reason for resigu- 


. jing—that he desired to devote himself to private nf- 
. fairs—is the reasonable answer. 


Interesting Experience 


William IT. Crocker considers his foray in politics 


as a very interesting experience. 
As national commit- 


. .Iceman and as one of the managers of the campaign 


last fall he exerted himself seriously for (he success of 
(lie Republican parly. During the campaign he was a

ister and a receiver. Two are not only unnecessary, 
but the business of Ihe offices generally acquires fric- 
tion because of the dual control. 
In a majority of the 


land offices there exists open hostility between the 
two heads. 
Vet ihe many efforts to eliminate one of 


these, offices have'signally failed. 
It i.s likely to be a 


long time before the subtreasnries are abolished. 
The Crusade 


The appearance is that the Mayor has not succeeded 


in wishing the responsibility for the vice crusade upon 
other shoulders. Nine have declined to serve, among 
them R. B. Hale, who was named as the chairman. 
Naturally Mr. Hale, or any other responsible person, 
would balk at assuming responsibility for the crusade. 
.Should'be accept responsibility lie would be held to 
account for general results, and while it i.s undoubted 
ihat: Mr. Hale is willing to sec vice exterminated, he 
may not want to go at it in just that way. 
The com- 


mittee is composed of a lot of citizens individually 
worthy and somo'ot' them eminent; but its lack of 
hotnogenity is appnnrent at a glance. 
The church 


societies, which seem anxious to do something, see 
this, and their latest action would seem to'menn that 
they distrust the Mayor's plan, and have the purpose 
1o crusade on their own account. 
The resorts along 


Mason street have been closed, and there really remains 
nothing to do in the way of a militant crusade. 
And 


it may be concluded that the spasm is over. However, 
that is different from the general idea that was pro- 
claimed at the outset, which was to eradicate vice from 
the city. The movement was started with that de- 
clared end in view, and was got up to the Mayor with, 
.such force that his way of handling was the appoint- 
ment of a committee of twenty-five. In this he has 
already shifted the responsibility sufficiently to duck 
from under, and apparently that was what was desired. 
In saying it was a "spasm" nothing'of a sneering 
nature is intended. 
There were earnest men and 


women in the movement; but what has happened was 
expected to happen, and while the crusaders made it 
uncomfortable for a certain class of people, they ap- 
parently did not vanquish vice. 
A Flush Era Recalled 


The four or five years immediately preceding the 


great fire of 190(i will ever be remembered by real 
estate men as a golden era. During that period there 
was a riot of trading, during which the stories told of 
profits and fortunes made by operators and agents 
have an Aladdin glamor. One of the extremely pros- 
perous men and one of the most prominent agents of 
that era was "Johnny" Speck. 
One who was close to 


him in those days was inspired by some recent re- . 
minders in the news to talk. * While not spectacular in 
the Coal Oil Johnny sense, Speck was free with his 
money. 
In this he would seem to have had a right to 


be.' for his profits were enormous. The friend who 
had means of knowing said that he made as much as 
§20,000 a month. In the hcydey the friend tried to 
break into Speck's firm with an offer of S50,000 for an 
interest. It was a time when San Franciscans them-, 
selves had a real estate craze on, and men with money 
came from all parts of the country to invest. It was 
a saturnalia of money making, yet it: was not believed 
to be ephemeral. The best judges 1 hough t it was war- 
ranted from the natural conditions. 
They thought 


t h a t San Francisco was finally coming into its be- 
lated and deserved boom. And when the frenzy was at 
i t s heights — the fire! 
Instantly all was changed. 


Those who had been making money hand over fist 
had been free with it and were generally spread out iu 
margins. The operators for the most part sought to 
recuperate by speculating on the course of events as to 
rebuilding. 
Some of them staked their judgment on 


Van Ness avenue. Few of them took stock in the per- 
manence of Fillmore street. 
Some came down town 


and sovglit to anticipate Hie city's resurrection. This 
latter was a slow process, and did not lend itself to 
speculation. 
Speck got squeezed and used money that 


was not his own. OIK; June day in 1.01.3 he was miss- 
ing. He has not been seen nor heard of since. But lie 
has friends here yet, some of whom say there was no 
need for him to cut and run; (hat (here are those who 
would have come lo his assistance had he made known 
his straits. But he seemed unequal to the (ask of 
facing the trouble and went out into the world to lose 
himself. 
Travel to the Islands 


The hotels are having a harvest. The tourist season 


is on, and is the heaviest I h a t San Francisco ever 
know, hardly excepting ihat in connection with the. 
Panama Exposition. 
All the larger hotels are full and 


holeldom generally is prospering. The movement is 
1o Ihe Islands. 
Much of the I ravel 1haf generally 


trends off Florida way is trekking Elonoluluwnrd. The 
Iiegira is limited lo steamer accommodation that is 
available, and to hotel accommodation on the islands. 
San Francisco is particularly enjoying this travel, as 
all steamers for the islands clear from this port, ex- 
cepting (he Groat Northern, which calls at: Los Angeles 
oul ward, but comes here direct on (he return voyage. 
It i.s rather a different tourist travel, also, in not being 
a rush. Tourists do not figure on just reaching the 
city in time to go aboard, but come with two or three 
days leeway, and are enabled to see something of the 
bay region. As to the men at least, this is one of the 
signs of the awakening t h a t is taking place with regard 
to 1he activity hereabouts—that in shipbuilding, for 
instance. 
Honolulu seems lo be a most alluring ob- 


jectives-for the class Ihat is looking for comfort and 
enjoyment at (his season of the year. The European 
bfgira is at an end for (he present; Florida and the 
Bahamas are an old story. Very ninny are sojourning 


in the Pacific Isles for the first time. The flush times 
afford an atmosphere new to the tourist, who gener- 
ally finds th<$ winter resorts opulent only as returns 
from their entertainment make them so. At Honolulu 
the sugar, pineapple and other tropical industries have 
enjoyed a season of unexampled prosperity, and the 
residents arc able, to spend their nioney even more lav- 
ishly than tourists. 
And the islands have a hospitality 


peculiarly their own which is captivating to the tourist, 
being entirely different from any that he has been used 
to. The llonolulnn is so situated that he is able to 
make the tourist feel that he is welcome for other 
•reasons than exploiution. 
Cafes Have Suffered 


The crusade has put a crimp in a number of cafes. 


It was represented Uiat the practice of afternoon 
dancing was demoralizing the women patrons, mean- 
ing respectable women, who were thus hired from 
home duties and afforded opportunity for frivolity. 
It was considered that au embargo on afternoon danc- 
ing would stop this and promote morality. 
So while 


you may dance at nights in the cafes, you may not do 
so in the daytime. The private boxes were denuded of 
their doors, curtains, frosted panes and other obstruc- 
tions to observation, which has been destructive of a 
certain'class of business; but the main loss comes iu 
the scare that came over the general public, which de- 
tained them from going to restaurants at all for a 
^time. Tliey had read r.bout people who entered cafes 
being checked and tabbed, and their fancy seemed to 
enlarge on this and assume that all who visited any 
place would'be marked. For a time some of the most 
respectable regular customers 
stayed away.' 
All 


places are subject at all times to the .unannounced 
entrance of inspectors, which does not add to the re- 
assurance of patrons. Cafes which felt this sort of 
regulation and surveillance were under a high pres- 
sure overhead expense, and naturally felt the strain. 
Gradually business is getting back to somewhere uear 
normal. The opinion of some caterers is that these 
regulations will go a considerable way toward restor- 
ing the cafe to its former status of restaurant: to which 
people resort chiefly for something to-eat. ' A consider- 
able proportion of the highest-class cafes have come to ' 
be places of dalliance, to which many of the patrons 
resort for entertainment. This is true of highly re- 
spectable places, and indeed, these are the ones that 
have got so far away from the purpose for which the 
old-lime restaurant was maintained. The employees 
and attaches who devote themselves to the/'entertain- 
ment" features have come to outnumber those who 
cook and serve. 
Judgment Against City 


The judgment against the city in the incinerator 


suits will be appealed from. The sum which the city 
was adjudged liable for was something like §180,000. 
Laymen in discussing this suit bold it to be a remark- 
able instance of freak litigation. The plaintiff built 
an incinerator that didn't work. At least a plant that 
was erected, tried and closed down. Presumably, of 
course, the incinerator did not incinerate. But here 
comes a jury and decides that it did incinerate, and 
that it must be paid for in full and a little over. 
Meantime the garbage question continues to perplex. 
The Board of Supervisors, after discussing it appar- 
ently from every angle, put further consideration over 
for four weeks, and when that was up, put it over for 
another four weeks. 
One of the solutions was to dump 


Ihe city's garbage on the Islais Creek flats for a fill. 
This shaded off into consideration of a proposition to 
level Rincoti hill and fill with that. To get a better 
idea of this proposition the Supervisors viewed the 
grounds from a tug, coming to no conclusion, however. 
The best way to get nway daily with 400 tons of evil 
substance that smells and is generally unlovely re- 
mains undecided. After squaring ihe judgment 'against 
it. for an incinerator that has been abandoned the city 
will have to si art over again in a search of a way to 
dispose of its garbage. It is not probable that any- 
thing will be done this summer, for an election comes 
off iu November, at which ten of the Supervisors will 
be displaced or re-elected, and the tendency is to leave 
1he problem for (hose who come after. 
Foreign Trade and Shipping 


Captain Dollar, who was one of those who. went: 


East w i t h (he delegation to the foreign trades conven- 
tion, is of opinion 
I hat: the three days' sessions were 


of first importance, and the -convention very successful 
on general principles. The convention did not formu- 
late and pass resolutions, nor recommend rules of 
action.

The proceedings are to he published in book form, for 
general distribution.

ested in the new shipping board. Disclaiming any in- 
tent ion to minimize the general ability of the San Fran- 
cisco member be considers it unfortunate that 3N 
T. B. 


Baker of Boston declined to serve. Baker was one of: 
two appointed who were men experienced in the ship- 
ping business. TlrtPeaplnin considers that the original 
intent as to the new shipping la\v was all right, but 
seems to regard the trend that things have taken as 
bordering on the political rather than the commercial. 
Any way, he does not seem to consider that the 
-methods proposed in .connection with this new body 
are calculated to encourage American shipping as 
much as would liberal laws which enabled American 
owners to compel ft with those who do business under 
other flags. From other members of the delegation 
il is learned t h a t Captain Dollar, in his vigorous and 
understanding way, took a large part in discussing 
Ihe shipping bill and shipping matters generally, both 


in the foreign trades convention and at the national 
capital where be met high officials of the government. 
Ray Baker's New Job 


To those who know him well the news of the nomin- 


ation of Hay Baker to the highly important office of 
Director of the United States mint was not such a 
great surprise. If they should hear that he had been . 
named as Minister to the Court of St. James, after 
the first slight gasp they Avould consider it as a matter 
of course. For Ray has a habit of turning up in alto- 
gether unusual and unexpected places. 
It was charac- 


teristic that the debounair young man, after starting 
as a court clerk and performing unusually otherwise, 
should come to the'surf ace as a penologist, being ap- 
pointed warden of the Nevada State prison., He in- 
troduced the honor system, which it was claimed would 
work wonders for the regeneration of the erring. How 
it really did work was never known, for while results 
were being awaited by those who were keeping tab, 
Baker turned up as the private secretary to the Ameri- 
can Ambassador at St. Petersburg, Mr. George T. 
Marye. There is no absolute confirmation of the story 
that Ray was in the habit of slapping the Czar on the 
back and calling him "Nick," but it is safe to say that 
he did not efface himself while assisting tox represent 
the authority and dignity of 'the American republic. 
His friends,, however; do not doubt that he filled every 
requirement. There never appears to be anything un- 
attended to in any job that Ray essays to fill; and if 
•there should be a question in the mind of any other, 
there never seems to be a doubt in bis mind as to bis 
absolute ability to meet any requirement. Coining home 
with the distinguished foreign air that is only acquired 
in out of the ordinary countries such as Russia his 
friends thought -he was taking a well-earned rest, when 
here he gets elevated to the distinguished job of super- 
intending the making of the country's money, There is 
much speculation as to how he got there. About all 
that has been ascertained is that he went East with 
Senator Pittman, after having been seen iu company 
with Secretary McAdoo. From this might be built a 
theory that the McAdoo presidential boom is receiv- 
ing attention from this side of the country, beginning 
in the region where the lowly sagebrush blooms. Presi- 
dent making is something that Ray has not tried be- 
fore, but his friends realize that he would not hesitate 
to tackle it. 
Ray's Memorable Tour 


When George WhitteU selected Baker to net as • 


duenna to young George on a European trip it was 
seen that Ray's versatility had been recognized4n sub- 
stantial places. The affair may be remembered.. Young 
George had shown a predilection for one of the very 
original Floradora girls—a distinction that was new 
and fetching at that time, whatever it has come to be 
sin.ce. Pater WhitteU was not impressed with the pos- 
sibilities. He seemed to consider .that the TVhittell 
millions were aimed at by the pulchritudinous person, 
and to get the scion out of harm's way conceived the 
idea of dispatching it on a world tour. 
Wjth this 


end in view he looked around for a safe person to go ' 
along in the capacity of mentor and friend, and of 
course Ray loomed in view at once. The itinerary was 
arranged, a fat letter of credit fixed tip and the tour- 
ists sent on their way. But in New York, whether by 
accident or how, tltey encountered the Floradora gir], 
and while Ray was looking the other way the very 
thing happened that it was the purpose to circumvent 
—the Floradora girl captured and married the scion. 
But that didn't interfere with Ray's plans. He had 
signed to make the tour, and he proceeded to moke it. 
Various stories are told of-the way in which he dazzled 
the capitals of Europe, on this trip, bow he demon- 
strated to effete peoples what a regular fellow is. 
One experience was related by the tourist himself to 
his friends upon his return. 
In the course of his 


travels he 'found himself in Rome when Pope Pius X 
was consecrated. He wanted to witness the historic 


; proceeding, but lacked the necessary document that 


would gain him admission to the ceremony. 
Such a 


lack would have disconcerted some persons, but not 
Ray.. It did not require much cogitation for him to 
figure out a way to gel: there. 
Bustling up to the 


pahvce portal be assumed the air of one whose right to 


v enter ought to be recognized without a show of creden- 


tials; but being asked to demonstrate his right to enter 
he promptly pulled out his passports and other docu- 
ments bearing seals and official marks. 
These he 


flourished in such an official way that they were never 
looked at, and lie, not only was ushered in without 
ceremony but given a seat right np in front, where ho 
had a splendid view of the proceedings.

and non-academic point of view, its 
readability. 


There is an interesting preliminary 


chapter on the artistic temperament 
of Prof. James, his early ideals and 
the early environment in which his 
genius for a philosophical career was 
^developed. There was throughout his

Professor 


Flournoy, "a pervasive sentiment of 
tho seriousness of life," which come 
out in James in four explicit doctrines 
——"the liberty of man, the reality of 
evil, the existence of God, and the pos- 
sible salvation of tho •world by the col- 
laboration of man with God. They are 
the convictions that constitute the key 
to James' metaphysics—to his concep- 
tion of the universe." 


"To take our moral nature, with all 


its demands, seriously—this is the first 
and last work of James1 philosophy," 
the writer tells us. And he enlarges in 
otic statement several of the phases of 
that philosophy, as developed by Pro- ; 
fessor James. 


"The clear dest.iny of man, as ex- 


perience reveals it, is not to be a pas- 
sive observer in a universe in which 
he can accomplish nothing, but it.is 
rather to assert himseif, in the per- 
verse and refractory world which sur- 
rounds him, by actively imposing his 
ideals (moralism); thia . pre-supposes, 
not indeed the certainty, but at least 
the hope and the veal possibility of 
success (meliorism); and this pre- 
supposes that the course of events 
should be susceptible of true innova- 
tions (tychism); while, evil, instead 
of being inherent.in the universe, can 
be expelled from it, as one chance cle- 
ment from among many others (plu- 
ralism)."

VALUABLE contribution to 
human knowledge has been 
made by Julia Post Mitchell, 
Ph. D., author of a mono- 
graph on the life of St. eJan 
dc Crevocoeur, writer, diplo- 


studont, man 
of affairs. 
Dr. 


'Mitchell's investigations into the life 
and letters of her subject lias been 
deemed worthy of publication by the 
Columbia University Press, which has 
recently sent it out into the hands of 
tho reading public. 


The 
volume1 contains more than 


hundred 
pages, 
with 
innumerable 


references and 
notes amplifying 
its 


statements, and in addition has a vol- 
uminous appendix which contains in- 
teresting historical data. 


St. Jean de Crevecoeur, first consul 


of 
France to 
America, himself 
a 


Frenchman, naturalized an American, 
is a subject whose story Insures an in- 
teresting book in its recounting. 
Un- 


der Dr. Mitchell's handling, the most^. 
has been made of that romantic, fas- 
cinating tale of Crevecoeur's life and 
a careful reading of the book makes 
one wonder why more has not been 
known—recognized in its true per- 
spective-—of this man who played no 
small part in 
the early- history of 


America. 


Crevecoeur, it will be recalled, was- 


the author of that widely read and 
much disc.ussed volume of "Letters 
from an American Farmer," a book 
which he wrote after his years as agri- 
culturist and farmer in Pennsylvania 


- and Ne-.v York. The book appeared in 


1782, just one year before tho close of 
the American Revolution, a timely 
date for its appearance, since any book 
on America was likely to attract at- 


tention, with world interest centered 
011 the American colonies and their 
struggle. The book, although widely 
read by both English and_ Americans 
on its publication, and translated into 
other languages, is little known today 
to readers in either country. 


Less is known, by the average per- 


son, perhaps, of the man who wrote 
the letters. 


Crevecoeur had an exciting experi- 


ence in America in the days before th» 
Revolution. He traveled throughout 
the colonies, more or less a soldier oC 
fortune. Dr. Mitchell's chapter on his 
early years tells of the possibility of 
his having 
served 
in "Canada with 


.Montcalm, as 
a lieutenant 
in the 


French army, a fact which influenced 
him to anglicize his name when he 
came to the colonies to establish him- 
eelf. 


Of his'personal appearance we aro 


told: "His height was five feet, four 
inches," and he is described an "well- 
knit and well proportioned. His hn'ir 
was red, his face long, especially the 
chin, but full. He 
had fine 
brown 


eyes and well-drawn eyebrows, a good 
open brow and 
a large 
nose and 


mouth." 


Crevecoeur wns undoubtedly a man 


of superior intellectual 
ability, and 


throughout his writing there is evi- 
dence- that "lie had an eye and an ear 
for more than the stock subjects of 
rural life." We 
are told 
that he 


steadfastly made notes of new things 
he discovered, of conversations held 
with other men of new ideas which 
came to him from time to time. All of 
these 
notes were 
passed along 
to 


others, cither in his letters, in memo- 
randa to his government, In articles

young man built up, in opposition to 
thcmonistic and intellectualistic teach- 
ings of Spencer, Haeckel, Hegel and the 
others of their day. His mind "was too 
intent on progress to commit itself 
willingly to that kind of architectural 
movement which delights the profes- 
sional philosopher," and once having 
made final and complete rejection of 
monism, the theory of "Absolute Idea" 
or what is its equivalent, he fearlessly 
enunciated his doctrines of pragma- 
tism, or pluralism, radical empiricism, 
meliorism, and moralism, and most 
shocking of all, of "tychism, the doc- 
trine of Chance, the taking into ac- 
count of the fact that "no one mo- 
ment is entirely like its predecessor, 
nor can^it be deduced therefrom by 
logical necessity." 


The several aspects of James' phil- 


osophy, interesting as each is in itself, 
are of special concern in proportion as 
they lead to his reconciliation of ph.il- 
osophy and religious belief. 


Prof. Flournoy"s chapter on "The- 


ism," 
the philosophical doctrine of a 


personal God at work in the world, is 
the most interesting in the entire vol- 
ume. 
It clears up for one numerous 


questions which obtrude in any con- 
sideration of religious belief. "James 
had no difficulty in showing that the 
only conception of the universe which 
gives full satisfaction to the deepest 
.emotional and volitional tendencies of 
our soul is the theistic conception." 


"What we ne-ed," Prof. Flournoy 


deduces from James' teachings, "is a 
God who really exists, who is a per- 
sonality lying outside our own, :/n<\ 
other than us, not to God of whom we 
speak in the neuter gender and in the 
third person, as of some general law, 
but a God whom we address directly 
and intimately as 'Thou.' 


"The great idea which dominates 


James' religious moralism is that hu- 
man effort and divine power rmist col- 
laborate 
for 
the salvation 
of the 
world." 


.Tho writer does not hesitate to do- 


scribe "James" personality and phil- 
osophy as purely Christian in spirit," 
and his recognition of "the will to be- 
lieve" as a legitimate element in every 
philosophy as "the greatest service he 
has done." 


"There is nothing for which we owe 


him deeper gratitude than for the~em- 
phasis which he, puts on the will to 
believe," Prof. Flournoy concludes. 


"The Philosophy of William James" 


is a valuable piece of critical work, of 
especial interest to the "lay student" 
of philosophy, the man or woman who 
has not the deeper foundation of all 
too confusing technical and obstruse 
terms by means of which to interpret 
the teachings contained therein. 


Prof. Flournoy has done for Prof. 


James wnat the latter never did for 
himself in his teachings and lectures— 
he has reduced (as nearly as possible") 
to definite, tangible formulas the great 
truths which the master mind was dis- 
covering through all the years of his 
intellectual labors.—H. P. F.

of a statement be had written in one 
of his letters: "As a citizen of a small- 
er society, I find that any kind of op- 
position to its now prevailing senti- 
ments immediately begets hatred." 


Crevecoeur's return to Franco dur- 


ing the progress of the war, his subse- 
quent appointment as consul to Amer- 
ica, to the "States of New York, New 
Jersey and Connecticut," and his ro- 
turn to his post, make chapters of ab- 
sorbing interest in Dr. Mitchell's work. 
Not the least interesting bit of infor- 
mation in these pages Is gleaned from 
Crevesoeur's letters anent the fife of 
New York City, and its appearance, 
before and after the occupation by the 
British. In view of the present high 
cost of living, and.of that city's repu- 
tation for its "cost of hig"h living," Cre- 
vecoeur's statement 
is 
interesting: 


"Never have I known a place where 
provisions of all kind w *re cheaper or 
more abundant; meat, bacon, ham,

American representatives the desira- 
bility of such a service for "mails, pas- 
sengers and freight." 


Crevecoeur's 
"seventy-eight 
years 


had for background such large events 
as the war in Canada, the American 
Revolution, the PLeign of Terror and 
the March of Napoleon's Armies, all ot 
which are reflected to a greater or lees 
degree In his writings." 


Dr. Mitchell brings all of her re- 


search into the life, and writings of 
Crevecoeur to this conclusion: 
"The 


subject of this study will (neverthc-' 
less) be known, we are convinced, In 
time to come, not as M. de Crevecoeur, 
the accomplished agriculturist, nor as 
Saint Jean de Crevecoeur, consul from 
His Most Christian Majesty, Louis 
XVI, to the States of New York, New 
Jersey and Connecticut, but as Hector 
Saint John, the author of the "Letters , 
from an Ameycan farmer."

"Her "West African colonies have- 
meant most to-Prance," says Herbert 
Adams Gibbons, in "The New Map 
of Africa," -"as a reservoir of splen- 
did, faithful troops and particularly 
as a training school for army officers. 
Constant African fighting since 1900 
has given the officers of the French 
army a more valuable experience in 
actual warfare than that enjoyed by 
the officers of the other European 
powers. Great Britain had before the 
•war officers with fighting experience, 
but they are few in number. The 
Germans had the training and. tho 
discipline, but it was of "i" '••''• 
'•?, 


and when the armies came into'con- 
flict in 1914-the practical advantage 
was wholly with France. It is inter- 
esting to note that, according to Mr. 
Gibbons, General Lyautey, the new 
Minister of. "War, received his trairi^ 
ing as a colonial commander, being 
nlaced.-while still a colonel.in charge 
of tho forces whose task It was to 
make tho Algerian 
border secure 
against raids from -Morocco. Subse- 
quently General Lyautey served as 
resident-general at Fez, but he be- 
came most celebrated beCore the war 
as tho man who had "succeeded in 
pacifying Mor&cco and who had so 
prepared the ground for economic de- 
velopment that he was able to send a 
large part, of his colonial army to 
France in August, 1914, including 
contingents recruited from tribes that 
had been his-bitter enemies eighteen 
months before.

KIPLING 


R-udyard 
Kipling 
celebrated his 


fifty-first 
birthday 
December 
30. 


Looking back over another year of life 
we see that with him, as with so many 
other English authors, it has been-:a 
year devoted entirely to thoughts of 
war. About all that he has written, 
either prose or poetry, has been of the 
war. Perhaps one of the most remark- 
able feats of Mr. Kipling's pen in tho 
last year is his series of papers de- 
scribing the great Jutland sea battle. 


Mr.'Kipling was awarded the'Nobel 


prize for literature in 1907. At tho 
present time the authorized collected 
editions of his works number twenty- 
three volumes of prose and poetry and 
translations have been published in 
practically every written language. In 
the United States, Kipling's works aro 
enjoying greater popularity today than 
they did a dozen years ago, outselling 
the' record of a decade past, in some 
cases by fifteen to one, in other cases 
by ten to one,

There was once a learned, profound- 


ly learned, professor who thought in, 
Greek and Latin and 
otherwise in- 


dulged himself in scholarly „ pursuits. 
Ho lived In an atmosphere steeped in 
the didactic. But every once in a while 
there would be an outbreak. He would 
forsake the ancients and plunge with 
real delight into the fairy stories of 
the Brothers Grimm.

Rudyard Kipling also is accorded a 


"literary hobby." He finds recreation 
in tho dictionary. 


"London Answers" says: 
"Rudyard Kipling finds both pleas- 


ure'and-.pro fit in reading the diction- 
ary, and this habit largely accounts 
for his wonderfuljknowledge of words, 
his rich vocabulary and his newness in 
the use of words. He does not confine 
himself to the ordinary dictionary. He 
likes to look at a slang- edition or a 
dictionary of dialest," 


NO GERMS IN BOOKS. 


Tho theory that disease germs find 


lodgment in much handled library and 
school books is disproved by tests 
made by Dr. C. A. Laubach, bacteri- 
ologist of Johns Hopkins University. 
He took 150 books from homes in 
Which diphtheria had existed, and 75 
. books from a public library that had 


been in circulation for many years 
among children in which homes sani- 
tary conditions were known to be bad. 


The books were swabbed with ster- 


ile cotton In such a manner as to 
gather all germs. In no Instance could 
the diphtheria bacillus be Isolated 
from the books, and the bacteria col- 
lected were of the kind usually found 
in the air.

plcturingi0f tho soldier's mental state 
and the struggles In a brain, visited 
by hallucination, aro made painfully 
real. 


He tries in many ways to work his 


re-establishment. There are victories 
and defeats. There Is a time when 
he reads that a girl has been con- 
demned for killing her baby and the 
change fn him thinks:

ence of 
_ one man, the book cannot 


be regarded as an argument, but as 
a study. 
Ou'e feels, however, that 


Selincourt has sought to isolate him- 
self and to voice a detached opinion. 
If it bo true tha± he has done this, 
and if he has succeeded to the extent 
that he has found "his real self" and 
its expression, it must also be true — 
perhaps regrettably so — that it Is but 
one self he has found. 


It has a philosophy and a. prayer 


that would do away with self-satis- 
faction, greed, sloth, indifference and" 
fear, and "the other satellites of 
hatred and destruction which will 
keep me from, the kingdom of man on 
this earth." It Is a prayer for tho 
kindling- of intelligence. 


Purely as a study the book Is one 


to bo read, but, more than that, It 
holds to strong degree the power to 
impel intense Interest. — A. B. S.

But why a painter with a definite 


viewpoint should shift it to tho view- 
point of another man of a wholly dif- 
ferent personality and outlook is dif-

vision. 


Mr. Poor has an amazing method of 


elimination. 
No detail not necessary 


to state the facts is recorded. 
His 


canvases are strong-, impressive, truth- 
fut, but they bear no relation to beau- 
ty. They are constructed, and mod- 
eled, and have many technical vir- 
tues, not the least of them terseness. 


So- strong a personality necessarily 


makes itself felt In a. community so far 
removed from-the great centers of art, 
where standards are established. 
.It 


Is so easy to be swayed by the breeze 
of approval out here on the edge of 
the world, particularly when the vision 
becomes blurred, from one cause or 
another. 


And where a painter sticks to his 


easel, and moves ;n the same .groove, 
day in and day out, the vision is sure 
to blur. 
The open country then the 


only cure for the deadly sin of copy- 
Ing, deadly because it deals death to 
progress. 


Perhaps, though, the phenomenon 


has occurred—perhaps Henry Poor 
has shown his seeming followers the 
light. 
But time will tell.

The effort to be unconventional In- 


variably defeats itself, for the essence, 
of originality is unconsciousness.

The academic mind, or the 
mind 


Which follows, enjoys the illusion that 
it can learn originality; that, being 
born to follow, it can somehow defeat 
God's -will and make Kself into the op- 


posite kind of a mind which is born 
to lead. The genuine artists are orig- 
inal by natutre, while the would-be 
artists merely have the will to be_ orig- 
inal and are unhappy in* the effort. 


• • Call an artist conventional, and 
a 


whole day spent in a limousine will not 
soften the blow. 
. 
. 


. Many earnest souls are trying to im- 
prove the uplift spirit into art. 
They 


would reform, become original, mod- 
ern. 
So they give up one name' and 


take up with another name, unaware, 
that, their own point of View or lack 
of. point of view, will pursue them as 
relentlessly into the study of modern- 
ism, so. called, ' as it did when they 
studied in an academy. 


, Academies are not matters of stone 
walls and corps of teachers. And these 
earnest souls with the will to reform 
escape from a visible academy only to 
become move docile pupils in an in- 
visible, though no less real, academy. 
They leave the formality of the class- 
room, and, discarding traditional for- 
mulas, decide that they will be free, 
liberal, independent. 


But they were not born to be inde- 


pendent, and before they have freed 
themselves from the dogmas of the 
academy they tie their faith to the 
dogmas of the studios. At the acad- 
emy they were taught to draw ajid to 
paint "correctly." jn the studios they 
are taught to draw and paint "incor- 
rectly." 


They remove a stiff collar and put 


on a. soft one, take one label from 
their picture and put on anotther. 
They acquire the outward mode of 
painting, but they are just as aca- 
demic as before they left the academy. 
What fools them is the fact that they 
are working in a .newer convention. 
That does not make them any less 
conventional.

The artist who is original has some- 


thing of his own to say. 
Tc him art 


is a reality, whether he finds it in a 
Greek vase, an Egyptian relief, a 
Persian miniature, or a Cezanne still- 
life. He is drawn to art in whatever

He goes to it instinctively, 


and ho takes from it with feeling and 
intelligence, for his need to express 
himself has created in him the. cor- 
responding- need of a vehicle of ex- 
pression. Therefore, when he studies 
Cezanne it is not because he wants to 
superimpose on the surface of his 
canvases the most popular label of the 
moment He studies Cezanne for the 
same reason that he studies all other 
great art.

If what he has learned 
is not the servant of his own will to 
express, what difference does it make 
how much" he has learned, or where 
he learped it? 


More often than not Cezannesque 


still-lifes are just as academic as tho 
laborious work of tho average grad- 
uate in painting from the American 
Academy in Rome. The same mental 
processes have gone into the making 
of each. It is the result of an effort 
to rpstate what some one else has 
already said, not an effort to utilize 
the past for the purposes of enriching; 
and intensifying our own persona! ex- 
pression. . 


Many paintings on exhibition which, 


to men from Mars or men from Osh- 
koah, appear equally radical, equally 
at war with the traditions, .-ire iii 
reality "academic, conforming .to set 
rules and traditions V . . conven- 
tional." 
They smack of "practice 


work and adherence to formulas and 
traditions,'' because the minds which' 
made them have much to learn, but 
nothing to say.

'• Tn the adaptation of the accessories 
of the legitimate theater to the movie 
houses, music was included, but since 
there are no entr'actes in a modern 
film, the tonal entertainment is con-, 
tinuous. Custom already dictates that 
"appropriate" music be played 
for 


each change of scene and the resulting 
juxtapositions of melodies are. often of 
tho most incongruous. For the assist-; 
ance of solo players who do not pos-. 
sess a largre repertoire, musical albums 
have been published c o n t a i n i n g 
"creepy," 
"sentimental," "agitated," 


"pursuit," "suspense" and the like. 
All that the player has to do at each 
change of scene is to turn to the prop- 
er page and sound forth what he finds 
them . . .

It is the subesrvience of music to 


the action of which I would complain. 
Music In the theater has really, only, 
two 
media—grand 
opera and inci- 


dental music for a pltfy worthy of such 
honor because of its poetical or spiri- 
tual beauties. .To make music a mere 
mechanical 
jogtrot 
background for 


the hodgepodge of "cutbacks," "close- 
ups" and "fadeaways" that constitute 
the ordinary.moving picture is to de- 
grade it. 


The increasing number of fine or- 


gans being. InstallexJ in motion -pic- 
ture theaters is a 'matter for com- 
mendation to managers and congratu- 
lation to-the public.- But can not the 
managers be persuaded to put those 
instruments to a dignified use? Would 
it be too much to ask that the organs 
bb used only for recitals preceding or. 
following the pictures, and that they 
remain silent during the action? 


The misconception lying beneath th* 


practice of theatrical music Is to the 
effect that music .is merely a pleasant 
emotional stimulus that enhances the 
interest in the entertainment.

FISH FOR OUR FASHIONS? 


The time whou fashion will decree 


that woman must go to the fish for 
her finery is not long distant, if'ex- 
periments 
of 
the 
Department ' of 


Commerce prove as successful as an- 
ticipated. 
These experts have de- 


clared that the skins of certain fishes, 
properly tanned and prepared, will do 
excellently for dress material. They 
will be durable, they say, and, what 
is more to the point, beautiful. 


In Alaska, along the Yukon, the 


native -woman has been years ahead 
of the style, if this ia to be a style, 
and for some time has \vorn a cos- 
tume of salmon skins. The scales 
are removed and the skins are saved 
in as large pieces as possible, dried 
and worked with a scraper until they 
are pliable. 


In many other places the experi- 


ment has been made an experiment 
out of necessity'and one not planned 
for the edification of a civilized world. 
In all cases the results were creations 
to create the envy of th'e lady of 
fashion. On the Amur in Siberia fish 


gowjjs have reached a perfection that 
is amazing. Here it takes a woman 
a month to finish, a fit ess-.' 


It Is believed 'that modern machin- 


ery and enterprise could: turn out a 
cloth from these skins in short order 
and that the durability and beauty 
and. cheapness of it w;ould attract a 
wide market. Then, the Fisheries Bu- 
reau 'says, shoes may be made of 
sharks' skins. , As there are- plenty of 
sharks available for the purpose, 
there is a prospect for a drop in the 
high, price of shoes. 
. Fishermen along- the coast, it ia 
said, catch a great many sharks, most 
of them, small ones, which will havo 
a market value it the experiments 
prove successful. From the hide of 
the porpoise, a leather may be ob- 
tained that has already been used to 
some extent. As tho land animals be- 
come more scarce and leather jumps 
up, it has become necessary to look 
to the sea, and the prospect there is 
held to be alluring-. A fishtail as an 
ornament for hats is another possi- 
bility.

NEW DEVICE.FOR 
TELEPHONES 


A novel method for combining the re- 


ceiver and transmitter of a telephone into 
one instrument 'Is the invention of an 
enterprising woman, Rosa D, Hatch, o( 
Memphis, Tennessee. 
Tou speak and 


hear out of tha samo device. The re- 
ceiver is mounted where the transmitter 
is generally placed on other telephones, 
while the transmitter Is secured directly 
In front of the receiver, according to the 
Popular Science Monthly for February. 


The receiver also differs from the ordi- 


nary in that it contains a horn large 
enough to throw the sound forward a dis- 
tance of about twelve Inches. The trans- 
mitter Is directly In front of the receiver 
but with its rear end towards it, so that 
there is little chance of the speaker's 
voice repeating- Into his own receiver. 
When starting a conversation, a button 
la pressed to connect the 
Instruments 


with the telephone lines; and then, by' 
talking and listening close up to the hood 
which encloses the instruments, tho con- 
versation may be carried on. witli privacy. 


In this way the operation of the 'tele- 


phone is made much more convenient, 
although tho essential construction of 
each Instrument has not been changed. 
A telephone with such features ought to 
find special favor with business men.

FISH MAY LIVE INi 
A CAKE OF ICE 


IIow a fish may bo frozen in a cako 


of ice without dying Is told In the News- 
Letter of tho University cf Washington. 
Tho fish, so imprisoned, it is held merely 
suspends its processes of life and, if tho 
Ice Is slowly melted, will again be able 
to swim. 


This phenomena was described by Prof. 


E. Victor Smith of the department of 
zoology in discussing a recent announce- 
ment that a Swiss naturalist had revived 
fjrozen 
fish. 


There is no reason why a fish, if frozen 


slowly In a cake of ico, should not bo 
revived even at the end of ten years," 
Said Prof. Smith. "Cases of frozen cold- 
blooded animals are not uncommon. Frogs 
are many times frozen for long periods 
of time and turtles will live even under 
ordinary circumstances for a year with- 
out food." 


The process of freezing fish must bs 


accompanied with the greatest care, ho 
said. The temperature of the water"must 
bo reduced slowly In tho freezing process 
and must bo gradually raised 
In tha 


thawing part of tha experiment.

FIG AND WASP ARE 


HEN RIDDLE 


A fig that lives only to hatch wasp's 


eggs is the sycamore fig of Arabia, and 
Egypt. 
It bears a fruit that presents 


one of the strangest phases of nature, in 
that its only purpose,^ seemingly, is to 
supply a nesting place for a certain kind 
of wasp. The wasp In turn seems to 
have no reason for existence than to ripen 
the fiff. Why then, tho fig? Why then, 
the wasp? 
. 


Thomas W. Brown and F. Q. Walsing- 


ham of Cairo, Egypt, In Tho Journal of 
Heredity, have described this "egs and 
tlte hen" relationship of tree and wasp. 
The fruit grows in clusters, has a fleshy 
receptacle which holds a number of t!ny 
flowers. 
it never attains moro than 25£ 


inches long by 1*4 inches wide, Is taste- 
less and only partially edible. As it may 
be found at all times of the year it is 
greatly esteemed by the natives. 


The sycamore fig-wasp is less than an 


eighth of an inch long and-the female 
has a long ovipositor which slie pushes 
down into the little fig flowering. 
It 


is not known whether the fig-wasp Is 
found in Uto Yemen also. If not, it seems 
probable that constant association with 
the wasps of Egypt have changed the 
character of the fig until they have now 
ceased to produce seeds and lays eggs at 
the base. As soon as the eggs are laid 
the ovary of the flower. enlarges and 
soon the young wasps are hatched. The 
males fertilize the females at once and 
then die. The females climb out through 
the "eye" of the fig and immediately 
fores their way head first down through 
tho eye of another fig. In ao doing they 
loose their wings. Having entered the 
now and still undeveloped fig, she lays 
her eggs and the figs begin to ripen. No 
seeds are^ ever found in it, and it withers 
before ripening- if protected so that tho 
wasps cannot use it as a nest. 


"The fellaheen or natives of Egypt boro 


a tiny hole in each fig. Thfe prevents tho 
egg's from developing- and hatching- and 
makes the flowers dry and form a com- 
pact mass. Four or flvo days later the 
fruit is ripe and edible. 


As tlio sycamore ftg produces no seed, 


it has to be propagated by cuttings. How 
It would reproduce Its kind If human bo- 
insa did not attend to it is a mystery.

The recommendation of Judge Graham

Finally Mrs. Horace Pills- 
bury became interested and galvanized

MIGNONETTE. 


This flower, grown almost exclusive- 


ly for its"perfume, is of simple culture. 
The seed should he sown in February 
and again' in July for. yearTaround 
bloom. The soil sh&iild be. very welt 
enriched antl the surface finely pul- 
verized. As it 13 difficult to. transplant 
tho seedlings of mignonette, the seed 
should be-sown where the plants are 


" desired to stand. Thin seed should be 


sown one-eighth of an inch deep and 
the ground preferably mulched with 


^ Celine light material as straw or dead 


weeds until the se'bdlings are woU out 
of the ground. When they are three 
inches high they should be' thinned 
to stand from nine to twelve inches 
apart. 


The plants do well with moderate 


feeding after the first buds appear. 


. Plenty of water should be given, but 


not upon the foliage, which discolors 
easily when the sun shines upon its 
wet surfaces. Let the hose run rather 
at the roots of the plants, not permit- 
ting the ground to become soggy. The 
flowers run to seed almost before one 
notices them doing so, and care must 
be taken to keep them picked if a long 
blooming season is sought. Mignonette 
also does well in window boxes in 
rather light, rich and 
well-drained 


soil. 


^ CAI/MOPSIS, COREOPSIS. 
The contusion of these two names 


is dissipated when one remembers that 
the best usage gives the former to an- 
uul flowers of several colors, all dark- 
ening toward the center, and the latter 
to tho perennial variety of all yellow 
t i n t . The annual grows taller and 
more erect than the perennial. 


Tioth are hardy anci may be sown in 


the seed-box in fall or early spring onc- 


'~\j>i<>'hth inch deep. The seedlings should 


bu pricked out when the fourth leaf 


'. has developed to stand from twelve to 


eighteen inches apart. The 
flowors, 


which arc profusely borne, should be 
kept picked to prevent seeding. They 
last very well in the house. With the 
perennial sort cut the flowers well to- 
ward the ground and avoid the often- 


• advisert. staking or trelllsing. 
Other- 


wise, the only result is a hopeless mat 
ot old and now growth, short s'tema 
and poor flowors. Some enrichment of

excels the verbena. Bright reds, excel- 
lont purples and good, pure whites are 
available, .and a wide range of other 
colors as well. Verbenas may be propa- 
gated by seeding, division or cuttings. 
The seed is rather difficult to start 
and requires special care. It should 
be 
soaked overnight 
in lukewarm 


water and sown one-eighth inch deep 
in good seeding soil. The seed box 
should 
be covered with glass and 


placed in a cold frame, or indoors by 
a window, or elsewhere in a warm lo- 
cation. Early spring is the best seed- 
ing time. After the fourth leaf of the 
seedlings has developed, they should 
be hardened off gradually by long&r 
and longer exposure to ordinary condi- 
tions and finally pricked out into flats 
three inches or so apart. ' "When five 
inches high they may be set in the 
garden, taking care not to place them 
closer together than two feet. 


Rich soil should be used in a sunny 


location and plentiful irrigation and 
occasional feeding given. When the 
plant has made some growth it should 
be pegged down to the ground, this be- 
ing most simply done with. wire hair- 
pins placed over it and the points 
thrust into the soil. Where pegged and 
elsewhere along its length the plant 
will mako new roots. In late fall or 
spring when bloom has halted it may 
he cut on the 
parent sidtv of these 


roots and the^new plants reset where 
desired. In this way specially good 
colors can be .propagated and dosired 
strains kept pure. Seeds will often give 
some plants of undesirable shades, but 
these may bo thrown away. 


The flowers appear usually in about 


three months from tho time the seed 
is sown. The flowers wilt rather soon 
after being picked, but are cheerful 
for a, while in the house where they 
are best handled in shallow dishes 
much as pansles are. Verbenas should 
not be grown too often in the same 
place, unless the soil is renewed, nor 
planted too closely together. 
Cut- 


tings thrust hnlf their length into sand 
in the fall or spring will r3ot readily 
if the sand is kept shaded and moist. 


Campanulas give n pleasing and 


profuse show of blue or white in the 
summer and early fall, and are avail- 
able in the following general sorts: 
Pyramidilis, six to ten feeftall, for use 
as background or screen, needing stak- 
ing if in an exposed location; persici- 
folia, four feet tall; media 
(Canter- 


bury Bells), and calycanthema (cup- 
and saucer type), two feet; ca.rpatica, 
dwarf 
and 
spreading. 
Media 
and 


calycanthema are biennials and the 
others perennials. 
All are hardy in 


Oakland's climate. 


• Seed should be sown in late summer 
or fall for bloom the following year, 
whilo plants of most of the varieties 
are to be secured at the garden supply 
store this month and next, if one hag 
not sown seed in time for this year'3 
bloom. The seed should be sown one- 
quarter inch 
deep and 
the plants 


pricked out to a foot apart (farther 


for carpatica) when the fourth leaf ot 
the seedling has matured. A deep and 
rich soil, well drained, produces the 


- best flowers. Spring sowing, if done 
early, and the plants brought rapidly 


• along, will often produce blooms in the 


fall. 


C'ENTAUREAS. 


Cenfaureas embrace three popular 


divisions, as follows: Bachelor button, 
or cornflower, 24 inches tall, and sweet 
sultan, 30 to 43 inches tall, both an- 
nuals, and the dusty miller, perennial, 
12 to IS inches tall, grown for its foli- 
age. 


Seed any of the varieties in the fall 


in seed boxes (or earlier in tho open 
ground), or in February, f and trans- 
plant when an inch or so tail to the 
open ground, setting the plants from 
eight to twelve.inches apart. The seed 
should be sown one>-quarter inch deep.. 
Some growers 
recommend 
always 


seeding the plants where they are to 
be grown, but with some care they 
can be transplanted from seed boxes 
without injury. Sweet sultans may be 
sown two or three times in the spring 
for a succession of bloom, if desired. 
Soil ot only moderate richness does 
best for these plants, which need but 
occasional irrigation. The perennial 
variety may also be propagated by cut- 
tings taken In the early fall and treat- 
ed as advised under verbenas. 


KiNNTAS. 


Zinnias are a half-hardy annual in 


single and double forms, some with 
twisted pedals, giving blooms of bright 
color from one to five inches across 
from early summer to fall. It is best 
wherever possible to securei seeds In 
named varieties, and tluis to avoid the 
muddy orange and magenta shades, 
which are sometimes secured 
from 


mixed packages. Neither of these col- 
ors is particularly pleasing in itself, 
and assuredly neither harmonizes with 
anything eilse in the garden. 


Sow the seed one-eighth inch deep 


in boxes of prepared soil under glass 
or within the sunnj r window of a room 
after the. middle of February or a 
month latcir in the open ground. The 
seed will germinate in from eight to 
ten days. When two inches high, pick 
off the seedlings into flats and set out. 
when about four inches high, where 
they arn to grow, leaving ten inches 
between plants, or a little more for the 
taller growing sorts. Seeded in the gar- 
den, they may well be sown in slight 
furrows fifteem inches apart, and the 
plants thinned out in these to stand 
six to ten inches apart. For garden 
sowing the seed should be covered 
somewhat more deeply than 
in tho 


boxes. Sown under glass as directed, 
they will be had in bloom from two to 
four weeks earlier. 


Zinnias should .have a sunny loca- 


tion, well enriched soil and plentiful 
water at the roots. They will be bene- 
fitted greatly by a mulch of manure 
in mid-season. Growth must never be 
permitted to flag if the best flowers 
are 
expected. The plants range in 


height, according to variety, from 12 


to 30 inches. If they are for a particu- 
lar location, note carefully the heights 
indicated in the catalogs when pur- 
chasing seed. 


There ne«d lie no hesitancy about using 


the seedling's that so generously .spring 
up about sweet Williams.-.foxgloves, lark- 
spurs, hollyhocks and other perennials in 
this climate. 
These may be set out in 


the falj preferably where tliey are wanted 
to bloom,r but If you have not already 
done this transplanting it may lie done 
In early spring with only a slight set- 
back in the flowering time. These seed- 
linffs do not always come true, but that 
need be no deterrent unless you seek a 
bed of some one particular color. 


The very best advice that the amateur 


gardener ever receives is not to attempt 
to cultivate more ground than he can af- 
terwards give thorough care. Spring is a. 
time of keen enthusiasm for the gar- 
dener. His imagination is apt to I'uii riot. 
.Ho pictures to himself wide stretches of 
ground covered with flowers of transcen- 
dant beauty. Right then he must begin 
to curb this imagination. If it runs away 
with him the only result will be his im- 
posing an additional burden 
upon 
his 


pocketbook for garden laborer's hire or 
the appearance in his home lot of spots 
evidently in need of care. 
• There Is nothing quite so unpreposses- 
sing as portions of a garden to which 
sufficient care has not arid cannot be" 
given. 
Much better the crop of weeds 


that else would have grown there or even 
bare ground. 
These at least do. not pre- 


sent the ugliest of all natural phenomena 
anywliere, decay. 
If your garden is to 


be run by one-man power be sure its 
limits are adapted thereto.

said to form a standard for any rose gar- 
den or other garden, for that matter. It 
may be built upon as one wills, but few 
who know roses would care to be without 
these particular sorts:

Let the j-oung gardener beware of go- 


ing too far by catalog descriptions of her- 
baceous varieties. It is almost impossi- 
ble to tell from tho most honest descrip- 
tion of any plant just what its.appear- 
ance is. 
From the rather exaggerated 


tales which find their way into some flor- 
ists' catalogs, the task is even harder. 


Know your flowers before you plant 


them. 
Especially, never use a flower 


with which you are not acquainted in any 
conspicuous place. 


The florist's window o"nd shop, the city 


parks in Oakland, the botanical gardens 
at the University of California and your 
neighbor's yards all will serve to intro- 
duce you to new plants. The point is to 
know what you are planting before you 
plant it if you wish to guard against dis- 
appointment. 


The best annuals to bloom in the fall, 


which may be planted rather later than 
usual in order to carry your garden color 
on almost to Christmas, are the follow- 
ing, in the order of their suitability: Pe- 
tunia,, phlox, verbena, ageratum, alya- 
sum, snapdragon, calendula, officinalis, 
gaillardia, marigold, poppy. Even if you 
have already seeded those flowers, or 
planned to seed them soon to bring them 
in for spring and summer beauty, it will 
pay to make a second planting' in a month 
or six weelt.'i to furnish a succession' of 
bloom Into the fall.

NFAV YORK, Feb. 17.—Out oC tho 
South Atlantic—from the waters made 
famous over the exploits of pirates of 
years ago—came a story tonight drip- 
ping with thrills and romunce which 
no spinner of fiction has even dreamed 
might be written as history. 
It is a story of daring; of American 
sailors being forced befor? the mast 
of a German raider's auxiliary; of 
Christmas celebration aboard a sea 
rover—sought by an. entire fleet of 
warships—and finally of the sinking 
and capture of merchantmen by the 
wandering ocean terror. 
From December 12 to January 12, 


nine Americans were in tho hands of 
the Germans, manning the sea raider, 
which raked the Atlantic and piled up 
its toll of sunken and captured vessels 
for a period of two months. 


For sixteen days of this tlmo the 
Americans were actually in the service 
of the Kaiser's navy. During this time 
they served on their own ship, the 
British steamer St. Theodore. 
The 


vessel had been captured by the raider 
and pressed into service as a._ supply 
.ship,. 
The neutral members" of the 
crew signed up as German sailors. 
Eleven men, who sailed from. Nor- 


folk on December 4 on tho St. Theo- 
dore, were captured by the sea rover 
and ultimately landed at Pernambuco. 
They brought with them the detailed 
story of what went on aboard ship 
during the raids, previously reported 
in exclusive United Press dispatches 
from' South America. 


CHHISTMAS ON BAHHEK. 


They Identified the raider as tho- 
German cruiser Vineta. 

They witnessed the sinking of two 
French sailing ships and live British, 
steamers.

WASHINGTON', Feb. 17.—Tf the people 


of the United States are to remain well, 
live long and know happiness there are 
many things to be considered. 
And 


among those things. In the opinion of the 
United States Public Health Service of- I 
flcials, Is the automobile. And if the in- 
habitants, after long contemplation of the 
automobile and Its ways, find no means 
of definitely ^improving their own health, • 
It Is time for them to consider the squir- 
rel, the contented dog and the birds of the 
air. 


So great an interest was shown in an 


article in tho Herald of December 24, de- 
scribing the advantages of the govern- 
ment's "Don't worry" propaganda, that 
the full message of counsel, as sent from j 
the Health Service offices, is here pub- 
lished: 
j 


"Consider the automobile. 
When the [ 


car is going to stand still for more than a 
few minutes the driver stops the engine. I 
n.v doing this he saves gasoline, oil, and, ; 
above all. useless wear and tear on the 
machinery. 
If he lets the engine 'run 


idle' 
he 
has wasted n. lot of valuable 


material and shortened the life of his en- 
pine, and in the meantime the automo- 
bile has not budged an inch. 


PROTECTION, 
AIM. 


"The birds build nests for the protec- 


tion of their young against tho weather: 
tha foxes dig holes for security against 
foes; the squirrels lay by stores of nuts 
against the coming of winter, and dogs 
bury bones against the day when hones 
will be scarce. These are the manifesta- 
tions of a normal protective instinct aris- 
ing from an experience of many, many 
generations. 
So far as is known, though, 


no bird ever, tried to build more nests 
than his neighbor; no fox ever fretted be- 
cause he had only one hole in which to 
hide; no squirrel ever died of anxiety lest 
lie should not lay by enough nuts for two 
winters instead of for one, and no dog 
| ever lost any sleep over tho fact that he 
j didn't have enough bones laid a.slde to 
provide for his declining years. 


"This protective instinct is also present 


in the human mind, and when properly 
directed Is a great source of prosperity 
both to the individual and the nation. 
In 


order for man to store up and lay by, to 
gain advancement either In honor or ma- 
terial things, it is necessary, that he takes 
some forethought of the morrow, but just 
so soon as he carries this beyond the nor- 
mal point the mental process becomes an 
exaggerated and abnormal one. The nor- 
mal protective instinct Is stimulated by a 
normal fear of those events which are 
reasonably sure to happen in the future 
unless means aro adopted against them. 
The moment that this fear becomes ab- 
noormal or exaggerated it overestimates 
this protective instinct and to no good 
purpose because it^ results in worry. 
"This worry continues long after the 


necessity for the normal stimulus of fear 
has passed, with the result that there is 
an Impairment in mental power and a 
dissipation of the nervous forces. 
In 
otther words, the mental engine has been 
'running idle' and at the same time deliv- 
ering no propulsive power. In fact, worry 
is an abnormal state. 


• 
CAN 
AVOID WORRY. 


"Not all worry is preventable, but for 


the most part, it can be avoided. Most o£ 
our fears are never realized, and, as a 
rule, if we meet our troubles day by day 
aa they come without worrying about 
thorn-before they arrive'or fretting'over 
them after they have passed, we will find 
that we have the strength to rise above 
them. 
Worry undermines the health to 


a certain extent. It really weakens the 
mental forces by tiring them out by doing 
nothing. 
Usually the relief from worry 


rests with the victim of this unhappy- 
habit himself, but sometimes 
the 
reaJ 


causes are not the ones which* seem to 
explain tho condition and we must go 
deep into our lives or have the assistance 
of those who are skilled in unraveling 
mental processes. 
' 


"The best antidote for worry is change 


of mental occupation, a getting away from 
the scenes which provoke worry, exercise 
In the open air, a good book, a, pleasant 
recreation, or a temporary change of*oc- 
cupatlon. AB a matter of ijriental health 
every sufferer from this unfortunate con- 
dition owes H'to himself to discover some

of interesting history 
that seldom 


falls to the lot of a vessel not yet 
afloat. 


The schooner's name was originally 


Flagstaff. It was ordered at the l,lan- 
lon yards by the Western Fuel Com- 
pany of San Francisco. 
Soon after 
the keel was laid, the Western- Fuel 


ompany sold the vessel to a Norwe- 


gian1 firm. 
The latter changed the 


name to Falketind. 
Then came Pres- 


ident Wilson's • order from Washing- 
ton that no American vessels were to 
be .turned over to foreign purchasers. 
The situation became complicated. 


Dan Hanlon, head of the Hanlon 


shipyard, decided that his contract 
was with the Western Fuel. Company 
and not with the Norwegians. 
His 


final payment, it was understood, was 
to be made after the vessel had been 
completed and passed through the 
custom house. 
To prevent any pos- 


sible trouble arising in the matter it 
was decided to leave both Flagstaff 
and Falketind out of the question 
altogether and launch the craft under 
the yard designation of Hull No. 16.

vote ot? ten to three, Pardee refusing 
to vote on the proposition.

proval of the conference committee 
report was not literal, the joint organi- 
zations suggesting certain amendments 
in minor particulars, which It- was 
believed would receive the approval of 
the conference committee. 
The reservation ofj:he> 68-acre tract, 


which was the point on which the 
conference committee finally split .at 
its last meeting and which was re- 
served 
for discussion 
at the next 


meeting, the date for which has not 
yet been set, as approved last night 
was in the following: words: 


PROVISIONS OF PLAN, 


"There shall b\> reserved from tho 


said area (of waterfront lease lands) 
a parallelogram containing 68 acres 
of land running .from the landward 
boundary of the said area to the Em- 
barcadero fronting on San Francisco 
bay waterwaf d.

MILTON'S LITERARY SOURCES 


Professor Leonard O. Van Noppen, Queen Wil- 


lelraina lecturer of the Dutcli language at Columbia 
University, has performed a service for American 
students outside the narrowed circle of Columbia. 
He has done more than any other individual to 
identify the source of some very prominent literary 
products. 
His latest contribution is to establish 


the fact of the Dutch influence on that much-dis- 
cussed and little-read work, Milton's "Paradise 
Lost." 


In the "Lucifer" and "Adam" of the famous 


Dutch poet, Joost van den Vondel, according to 
Professor van Noppen, are to be found the sources 
of many of the most benutifui passages in "Paradise 
Lost." "Not .satisfied with the appropriation of 
scores of isolated thoughts and images, the blind 
English bard bent to his epic purposes also whole 
scenes and episodes. The originals of the beautiful 
descriptions of Eden, of the character of Satan, of 
the delineation of our First Parents, of the Song 
of Creation, of the scene of the Temptation, of the 
battle scene in the Sixth Book and of many episodes 
of the Fall are to be found in the dramas of 
Vondel." 


Professor van Noppen points out that it is now 


known that Milton studied Dutch, and his teacher 
was no less a personage than our own Roger Wil- 
liams, who, during his sojourn in Leyden, had gath- 
ered no inconsiderable knowledge of the language 
and the literature of thCjfree Netherlands. And to 
make the link-still stronger, Williams must have 
had an extraordinary interest in Vondel, who, be- 
fore his conversion to Romanism, was, like himself, 
a Baptist The Dutch professor, in a signed article 
in the New York Sun Magazine, gives a list of 
several parallelisms of the hundreds he has discov- 
ered, which appear to be unimpeachable, evidence 
of Milton's plagiarism, by which the great Vondel 
suffered by Milton's many crude offenses against 
good taste, "those occasional lapses which so excited 
the ready risibilities of Voltaire." Professor van 
Noppen's contribution to Miltoniana will disconcert 
that vast army of Milton's critics who have uttered 
more uncritical, ignorant and senseless panegyrics 
about their subject than has been the fate of any 
other writer. They will find that their happiest 
encomiums were laid upon passages which Milton 
lifted bodily from Vondel.

tributed to The Seven Arts, a magazine of high. 
literary ambitions and standards. Writing under 
the title, "England's Intellectual Colonization of 
America," Mr. Wright says that this colonization 
by patronizing and contemptuous provincial English 
critics has been going on for generations, "but never 


as so concerted and aggressive a campaign of in- 
ular and middle-class British culture been launched 
n this country as that which has been foisted npon 
s" in the "Encyclopedia Britannica." 
Here is a reference work which epitomizes Eng- 


and's parochial chaimnism, says Mr. Wright, who 
ocs oiij to cite a few incidents to illustrate the 
ruth of his severe indictment. 


Tn the field of modern fiction there is no mention 


n the encyclopedia of biographies 'of "Romnin Rol- 
and, Pierre de Coulevain, Tinayre, "Rene Hoylesve. 
can and' Jerome Tharaud, Henry ..Bordeaux, An- 
reiev, Garshin, Kuprin, Chcrnyshevsky, Korolenko, 
"chekhoff, Ehers, Eckstein, Frnnzos, Gustav Frens- 
en, Wilhelm Meinhold, Luise Muhlbach, Clara' Vie- 
ig, Edith Wharton, David Graham Phillips, Wins- 
on Churchill, Margaret Deland, Ambrose Bierce 
nd Theodore Dreiser. Thus it appears that Atner- 
ca is not the only one to suffer from British sub- 
urbanism; Russia, France, Germany and Italy are 
ikewise ignored.

Some of the most noted modern poets, 


who by the accidents of their ancestors do not 
lappen to be English, are omitted from the biog- 
raphies. To quote Mr. Wright directly: 


"The parochial standard of esthetic judgment is 


•ipplied throughout these biographies with tho re- 
sult that Swincburne is charged with that 'animal- 
ism which wars against the higher issues of the 
spirit,' while Robert Bridges is praised for his 
purity' and 'spirituality,' and Christina Rossctti 
is commended for her 'sanctity' ami 'religions faith.' 
Furthermore, Edgar Allen Toe's biography is 
shorter than that of Austin Dobson ; and Walt 
Whitman's Is shorten than Coventry Patmore's.

wheell'aso has been considered necessary 
for easy riding: By making the wheel- 
base Ions the size ofi the body was in- 
creased and in this -way the ratio of 
sprung -weight to unsprung weight was 
unwittingly Increased.
